In estimating total annual 
financial benefits of 260,000,000 
marks © (£18,000,000 at par) which 
would accrue to Germany, tho pro- 
motors of the project include 
10,000,000 million marks (£500,000 
nt par) now paid fo Britlsh ship- 
ping for froightage. 

The estimated cost of construct 
ing tho. waterway ~ is 220,000,000

Naturally, the project Is finding 
aupport at the moment because the 
conatruction work ulone would give 
employment to 80,000 mon for

The lamp is tubular, the actual 
source of light, being a luminous 
vord of gas, about a quarter of an 
inch in diameter and six ond_a half 
Inches long, lying ‘between two 
electrodes. There. ia nu filament as 
in the ordinary lighting lamp... It 
has an efficiency of 40 lumens per 
watt as compared with 15 for the 
tungsten filament Iamp. 

Exporiments, have been.. carried 
out with the new Iamp in England, 
chiefly for’ lighting arterial roads, 
and it is now a commercial pro- 
position.
